Schwartz Predicts 
25 More Protests 


The unrestrained and brutal 
use of police to disperse campus 
demonstrations may be the cause 
of the most serious crisis higher 
education has faced in this cent- 
ury, according to Ed Schwartz, 
president of the National Student 
Association. 

Schwartz predicted that at 
least 25 major protests will be 
held this year on college campus- 
es across the country, and he 
warned college administrators 
against calling the police. 

NSA will “support and assist 
student strikes growing out of 
the unwarranted use of police to 
bludgeon student demonstra- 
tors,’”’ Schwartz said. 

His remarks after major stu- 
dent strikes at the Uniersity of 
Wisconsin and Brooklyn College 
in October. In both cases, the 
strikes were called after police 
were ordered onto the campuses 
to break up student demonstra- 
tions. 

The initial demonstrations at 
Wisconsin and Brooklyn which 
brought in the police were 
against unpopular campus _ re- 
cruiters. “Information we have 
received during the past few 
weeks indicates protests against 
campus recruiters will not end 


with Brooklyn and Wisconsin — 
they will spread,” Schwartz said. 


“The reckless use of police on 
campuses has merely highlighted 
the lack of concern that adminis- 
trators feel toward students and 
has lent new urgency for our 
drive to encourage student power 
on campuses,” he added. 


Schwartz announced NSA is 
sending a list of guidelines to 
student governments across the 
country to be used when con- 
frontations are expected on their 
campuses. Demonstrations reach 
serious proportions “‘because stu- 
dent government leaders fre- 
quently fail to play a creative 
role before the incidents occur,” 
he said. He emphasized that NSA 
does not support attempts to 
block students from attending 
job interviews, for example, but 
“this does not mean that student 
leaders should sit on their hands 
until a group of students is beat- 
en by police.” 


NSA will assist student gov- 
ernments to insure that they ob- 
tain a choice over policies af- 
fecting recruiters and that they 
exercise a constructive role dur- 
ing the demonstrations them- 
selves, Schwartz said.

ity to study foreign languages in 
their natural surroundings for 
six weeks during the summer. 

Bonn, Madrid and Paris are 
the three cities where the pro- 
grams will be conducted. Stu- 
dents will have four weeks of 
classroom instruction, held each 
morning, five days a week. The 
afternoons will be free to visit 
places of interest in the city. 

The remaining two weeks will 
be free for the students to travel 
on their own, or sign up for op- 
tional tour groups. These tours 
will be supervised as college ac- 
tivities. 

The program in Bonn, Ger- 
many, will be directed by John 
Coates of Orange Coast College. 
The Madrid Campus will be di- 
rected by John Aranguren of Rio 
Hondo Junior College and the 
Paris group will be directed by 
Jean Allegre of Cerritos College. 


Although the students will be 
traveling, the program should not 
be considered as a tour. The 
study of the language should be 
considered as much as traveling, 
especially since the student may 
be receiving college credits for 
the course. 

The price for the program is 
$660.00, including jet 
round trip from New York to 
Paris then surface transporta- 
tion to Bonn and Madrid. This 
will include tuition, room and 
board and excursions. Students 
will need to asume their own ex- 
penses during the last two weeks.

Total 6510 


Census enrollment figures at 
Santa Ana College now show a 
total enrollment of 6510 full and 
part-time students. 

George Herron, Dean of Ad- 
missions and Records at SAC said 
this represents a healthy increase 
of 12.4 per cent over last year’s 
first census week enrollment of 
6025. In 1965, enrollment was 
5867; and in 1964 it was 53381. 
Ten years ago the enrollment 
was only 1587. 

This year Herron said there 
were 3575 full-time day students 
and 2935 extended day and even- 
ing part-time students enrolled 
this year as of the first week in 
October. 

Of the 3575 full-time students, 
1634 enrolled from Santa Ana; 
693 from Garden Grove, 518 
from Orange; 376 from Tustin; 
and a scattering from elsewhere, 
including 81 from out of state. 

Of the 2935 part-time students, 
869 enrolled from Santa Ana; 
614 from Garden Grove; 583 
from Orange; 321 from Tustin; 
and a few hundred others from 
elsewhere, including 41 out-of- 
staters. Twenty-two students 
have enrolled from foreign lands 
under the foreign student pro- 
gram. 

This year in overall enrollment 
there are 4168 male students, 
and 2341 women students, Her- 
ron said. 

The faculty consists of 176 
members, 109 full-time, 67 part- 
time, plus seven administrators 
and a working staff of 74.

Superintendent 
Speaks For WOTO 


Mr. Howard Harrison, Assis- 
tant Superintendent of Personnel 
of the Santa Ana Unified School 
District, spoke Tuesday for the 
Women Over Twenty One Club 
on the teaching profession. — 

“Your Career In Education” 
was the topic of the speech. It 
dealt with the teaching profes- 
sion, its assets and qualifications. 

Mr. Harrison began by stating 
the importance of education in 
the working and progressing so- 
ciety. He related the results of 
nationwide surveys of profession- 
al preferences. The results put 
teaching in second and third plac- 
es next to medicine and engin- 
eering. 

He then went into the supply 


of teachers versus the demand. 
In talking about California’s ed- 
ucation system he said “In this 
business we are always behind 
. . . and undersupplied consider- 
ably. 

“A good teacher must be pat- 
ient, persistent, have a sense of 
humor, and be a good scholar,” 
he went on. “These are the 
things we look for when inter- 
viewing a prospective teacher.” 
Mr. Harrison also disclosed fig- 
ures. According to him 80 per 
cent of the teachers are men, 70 
per cent are women; and that 
21,000 new teachers are needed 
each year. He also stated that the 
field is wide open in any subject 
for future teachers.

the unavoidable ecendmic waste 
to be found in surpluses each 
year. In the publications center 
they found several boxes of sur- 
plus magazines left from the 
last two semesters of last year. 


FACTS REVEALED 


Unknown to this committee is 
the fact that the reason these 
magazines were left in the open 
is that the cupboards were still 
full of surplus yearbooks from 
several years back. 

Another enlightening fact is 
that while these surplus year- 
books remain dormant and use- 
less, the magazine is to be used 
in various exchange and good- 
will programs throughout the 
city and county. 

At the present time in South- 
ern California there is only one 
junior college that has yet to 
leave the yearbook concept and 
change to a magazine. Santa 
Ana is a modern progressive 
school. If it were to return to a 
yearbook the college would be 
committing an act of regression. 


140 GRADUATE 


The turnover of students each 
semester is clear evidence of the 
disadvantages of a yearbook. At 
a junior college with student 
population at 3,000, the average 
number of graduates is 140. 
That figures to be about 1 out of 
20 or less than 6 per cent. Each 
semester the percentage of stu- 
dent transfers is also significant 
There are students leaving SAC 
for other colleges while there are 
still others that are coming to 
SAC. 


Not to be overlooked are the 
students who are not even classi- 
fied as full-time students. Yet 
with a yearbook these students 
would be expected to buy a 
year’s worth of activities and 
people they may never have 
heard of. A magazine, however, 
brings up to the minute in-depth 
topics of interest to every stu- 
dent so that every reader gets 
what he pays for. 


STUDENT POLL 


One of the committee’s other 
points of dispute is that the stu- 
dents should have the publication 
that the majority wants. A stu- 
dent poll is scheduled for Jan. 12, 
however it should be taken in 
thought that a year ago there 
was a student poll that voted in 
the magazine. Is this poll to be- 
come a tradition? 

Since the student governments 
budget is limited and cannot af- 
ford both these publications, it 
must choose which would be 
more practical and best serve the 
students as a whole. The decis- 
ion of a yearbook versus a mag- 
azine rests with them.

den _ Grove students relish the 
idea of a free choice in college 
selection, but the truth is the cost 
of that freedom of choice 
amounts to about a half-million 
dollars in unnecessary taxes for 
taxpayers in the Garden Grove 
Unified School District. 

Because Garden Grove is not 
within a junior college district, 
the taxpayers pay a special rate 
to cover their students “farmed 
out” to other districts, which in- 
cludes actual cost of instruction 
plus $300 per student for capi- 
tal expense. 

TAX RATE 

This year the Garden Grove 
tax rate is 53 cents per $100 as- 
sessed valuation for junior col- 
lege enrollment. The county of- 
fice indicates this may rise to 70 
cents next year due to the fact 
that out-of-district areas in Or- 


ange County have dwindled to. 


only two unified districts, Gar- 
den Grove and Orange. 

The cost therefore will not be 
spread as broadly as it has been. 
Hence, the projected increase 
next year. 

BOND ISSUE 

Dr. Johnson said that if Gar- 
den Grove Unified voters ap- 
prove the annexation to Santa 
Ana Junior College District, the 
tax rate would approach that of 
Santa Ana which for the current 
year is .4407. 

Part of the annexation propos- 
al includes a $2.5 million bond is- 
sue to finance additions at the 
Santa Ana campus and to pur- 
chase land for another campus 
site in the Garden Grove area. 

The election is set for Dec. 12. 
Both the annexation and the $2.5 
million bond issue must pass or 
the entire proposal fails. The 
bonds require a two-thirds ma- 
jority vote.

the enemy as propaganda in- 
struments and are injurious 
to the morale of our United 
States servicemen; and 
Whereas such _ resolutions 
calling for withdrawal of 
United States troops from 
Freedom’s battlefronts around 
the world demonstrate a peace 
-at-any-price attitude contrary 


to our revolutionary heritage 
of the right of men to fight 
for freedom, 


Therefore be it resolved 
that the Senate of the Associ- 
ated Students of Santa Ana 
College, this day of Novem- 
ber 13, 1967, go on record in 
support of all American ser- 
vicemen around the world de- 
fending our nation’s commit- 
ments to the defense of free- 
dom. 


APPLAUDED 


The student solons were ap- 
plauded by those present in 
the Senate chamber following 
the overwhelming passage of 
the measure. 


Marsh said he was prompted 
to introduce the resolution af- 
ter seeing the newspaper cov- 
erage of a recent University 
of California at Irvine resolu- 
tion calling for U. S. troop 
withdrawal fret Vietnam and 
what he termed a “peace at 
any price attitude attacking 
our government.”
